Efforts have to be made 
to improve their completeness. 

The two sets of rates for 1961— one based on the annual 
returns and the other on weekly returns— arc presented to 
give an idea of the extent of variation between the final and 
the weekly figures. Tile Lwo agree closely in the case of 
Gujarat, Punjab and Orissa only, otherwise for other States 
the difference is quite appreciable. However, the rates for 
all the 8 States combined agree fairly well showing that, perhaps 
with emphasis on the improvement of the completeness of 
State figures, they may help in studying current trends.
